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1 . AT MEETING OP POLITICAL COMMITTEE JUNE 6, TO OBTAIN 
ALLIED VIEWS ON PROPOSAL WHICH WOULD NEED AT LEAST THEIR 
PRIOR TACIT APPROVAL AND TO AVOID ANY SURPRISES, WE 
RAISED PROPOSAL, WHICH WE EMPHASIZED WAS ONLY A PROPOSAL 
(REF A), FOR GROUP OF FOUR POLISH JOURNALISTS TO VISIT 

NATO HEADQUARTERS DURING SEPTEMBER 10-12 VISIT TO BRUSSELS. 

PENDING VIEWS OF POSTS IN ITALY REGARDING PEASIBILITY OP 
NAPLES VISIT, INCLUDING BRIEFING ON ROLE OF NATO'S 
SOUTHERN COMMAND, WE DID NOT RAISE SPECIFIC POSSIBILITY OF 
NAPLES VISIT. HOWEVER, WHEN ASKED IP JOURNALISTS WOULD 
VISIT PLACES OTHER THAN BRUSSELS WE SAID THAT TRAVEL TO 
PRANCE AND ITALY WAS FORESEEN. 

2. REACTION IN POLITICAL COMMITTEE TO VISIT TO NATO HEAD- 
QUARTERS WAS ESSENTIALLY PAVORABLE. WHILE THERE WAS NO 
OPTIMISM THAT VISIT WOULD PUNDAMENTALLY ALTER TONE OP THE 
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JOURNALISTS' OUTPUT, THERE WAS STRONG VIEW THAT IT WOULD 
BE USEPUL POR THEM TO GAIN A BETTER UNDERSTANDING OF NATO 
AND ITS STRUCTURE. 

3. THERE WAS REQUEST POR THE NAMES IP POSSIBLE OP THE 
JOURNALISTS PARTICIPATING. 
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4. THE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN NOTED THAT SECRETARY GENERAL 
LUNS RECENTLY HAD RECEIVED A SOVIET JOURNALIST AND THE 
CHAIRMAN VOLUNTEERED THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE POLISH JOUR- 
NALISTS MIGHT BE RECEIVED BY A HIGH-LEVEL MEMBER OE THE 
INTERNATIONAL STAFE. WE THANKED THE CHAIRMAN AND SAID HIS 
SUGGESTION WOULD BE KEPT WELL IN MIND. 

5. THERE WAS INTEREST IN WHO WOULD BE EINANCING THE JOUR- 
NALISTS' TRAVEL. WE SAID THAT THIS WOULD BE AT US EXPENSE. 

IN THE CORRIDOR EOLLOWING THE MEETING, THE FRENCH REPRESEN- 
TATIVE WONDERED HOW THE INVITATION EOR THE JOURNALISTS TO 
VISIT NATO HEADQUARTERS MIGHT BE MOST EEFECTIVELY PHRASED. 
HE SUGGESTED THAT US SPONSORSHIP ALONE OF THE NATO VISIT 
MIGHT NOT BE THE WAY TO GET THE MOST OUT OE IT. HE SAID HE 
WOULD BE IN TOUCH WITH HIS AUTHORITIES REGARDING THE 
PROPOSAL. (COMMENT: IE LUNS WERE TO AGREE TO RECEIVE THE 
JOURNALISTS, HE MIGHT EXTEND AN INVITATION TO VISIT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS. END COMMENT) IN ASIDE TO THE BELGIAN REPRESEN 
TATIVE, WE TOOK CARE TO NOTE THAT THE VISIT TO NATO HEAD- 
QUARTERS WOULD NECESSARILY BE CONTINGENT ON THE BELGIAN 
GOVERNMENT'S WILLINGNESS TO ISSUE VISAS TO THE POLISH 
JOURNALISTS. HE CHUCKLED AND SAID THAT THEY SHOULD NOT BE 
LATE IN APPLYING EOR BELGIAN VISAS BECAUSE THE RED TAPE 
WAS SOMETIMES TIME-CONSUMING. 

6. OUR SPEAKING NOTES, CIRCULATED AT THE REQUEST OE COM- 
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MITTEE MEMBERS, EOLLOW: 

BEGIN TEXT: 

MY DELEGATION WOULD LIKE TO DRAW THE COMMITTEE'S ATTENTION 
TO A PROPOSAL PUT EORWARD BY OUR EMBASSY IN WARSAW TO 
BRING A GROUP OP POLISH JOURNALISTS TO BRUSSELS SEPTEMBER 
10-12, AND TO INCLUDE IN THE GROUP'S PROGRAM IN BRUSSELS 
A VISIT TO NATO HEADQUARTERS. ACCORDING TO OUR EMBASSY, 

A SIMILAR TRIP LAST YEAR DEVOTED TO ECONOMIC ISSUES WAS 
QUITE SUCCESSPUL. THIS YEAR, OUR EMBASSY IN WARSAW WOULD 
LIKE ALSO TO INCLUDE EOR THE TRAVELERS SOME INTRODUCTION 
TO NATO AND ITS POLICIES SO AS TO HELP COUNTER THE SOVIET 
VIEW OF NATO REFLECTED IN MOST POLISH MEDIA COVERAGE. 

THE VISITORS WOULD INCLUDE POUR JOURNALISTS AND THEY WOULD 
BE ACCOMPANIED BY OUR INPORMATION OFPICER AT WARSAW. THE 
JOURNALISTS WOULD BE RANKING EDITORS AND/OR COMMENTATORS 
OP LEADING WARSAW MEDIA, INCLUDING POLISH RTV,POLITYKA 
(WEEKLY), TRYBUNA LUDU (PARTY DAILY) AND ZYCIE WARSZAWY 
(MASS CIRCULATION DAILY). ALL OP THE JOURNALISTS WOULD 
HAVE SUBSTANTIAL BACKGROUND IN POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
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ISSUES. AT NATO HEADQUARTERS APPROPRIATE MEETINGS AND 
BRIEEINGS WOULD BE ARRANGED. 

THIS VISIT IS SOME TIME OFE, BUT ARRANGEMENTS MUST BE MADE. 
SO MR. CHAIRMAN, IF ALLIED REACTIONS TO THIS PROPOSAL COULD 
BE HAD AT AN EARLY DATE MY DELEGATION WOULD BE MOST 
APPRECIATIVE.
